Sen. Kiio wland

He Thinks Co ng ress 
Will Make Decisio n 
So metime in June 


WASHINGTON UPt - Sen. Know-

Cong ress will w ait until June to 
decide w hether to cut ta.x es. 
Knowland, the Senate Rep ubli­ 
can leader, told 
rep orters 
that 
since Cong ress m ust act before 
June 30 if it -wishes to continue 
ex cise and corp oration tax es at 
p resent 
lev els, 
he 
believ es 
any 
p ossible reduction in incom e and 
other lev ies will be p ostp oned un­ 
til then. 
Possible tax action to counter 
the business slum p will be dis­ 
cussed when R ep ublican cong res­ 
sional leaders m eet T uesday with 
P resident Eisenhow er, 
S ecretary 
of the T reasury 
A nderson, 
and 
other 
adm inistration 
fiscal 
ex ­ 
p erts. Knowland said he does not 
ex p ect any final decisions to com e 
from th at session. 
"I would certainly ex p ect that 
before the T reasury com es up with 
any recom m endations on tax re­ 
v ision th ere would be consultation 
with the leaders of both p arties in 
both houses,” Knowland said. “ I 
think there will be recip rocity be­ 
tween the p arties on this m a tte r.” 
Knowland said he

jecting p rop osed reductions in in­

Knowland sp oke out as 10 Re­ 
p ublican senators p rodded the E i­ 
senhow er adm inistration to chan­ 
nel civ ilian and defense contracts 
into the areas of larg est unem ­ 
p loy m ent. 
In letters to S ecretary of De­ 
fense M cElroy and G eneral Serv ­ 
ices A dm inistrator F. G. Floete, 
the 10 sug g ested th a t the g ov ern­ 
m ent sp lit its contracts and aw ard 
half to the low bidder and half 
to firm s in surp lus labor areas. 
" It seem s to us,” the Rep ubli­ 
cans said,

In others the 
“ com p lete reg ression” has lasted 
m ore than fiv e y ears. 
The liquid ex tra ct he has de­ 
v elop ed from the p lacenta ap p ar 
ently 
conv erts 
tum or cells 
into 
norm al body cells, D r. Liv ing ston 
said y esterday . 
"T he substance has an effect on 
all cancers in the 
anim als 
we 
hai?e tested,” he told an inter 
v iew er. 
“ Howev er, the work is 
p urely ex p erim ental and it will be 
som e tim e before we can talk 
about any susbtance for hum an 
use.” 
A 63-p ag e rep o rt in the current 
Jo urn al of the N ational C ancer 
Institute broug ht to lig ht Dr. Liv ­ 
ing ston’s

search.

Institute, the 
A m erican 
C ancer 
Society , 
the

Foundation 
and 
other 
ag encies 
hav e contributed nearly $500,000 
tow ard the 41-y ear-old v eterin ar­ 
ian’s work. 
He said he doesn’t know ex actly 
how the substance works. 
"U nder the m icroscop e, the can­ 
cer cell ap p ears to becom e 'p re- 
cancerious’ and inflam m atory and 
then to becom e a norm al cell.” 
he rep orted. "T his is identically 
the rev erse of the chang es it un­ 
derw ent when it becam e can cer­ 
ous.” 
He ex p ressed belief that norm al 
cells m ay becom e cancerious when 
their ox idation reduction enzy m e 
sy stem —their resp iratory sy stem 
—is interfered with and that the 
substance from the p lacenta some- 


how restores this sy stem to nor 
m al. 
The substance is a cell-reg ener 
ating factor which m ay act as a 
p owerful "tonic” for sick cells, he 
ex p lained.

A $7 5,000 dam ag e suit has been 
filed in the P ettis County C ircuit 
Court by M rs. Stella C arter, 7 3, 
widow of H enry C arter, 7 1, who 
was fatally injured in an autom o­ 
bile accident on U.S. Hig hway 65 
near the B lackw ater bridg e, Ap ril 
6, 1957 . The suit w as filed ag ainst 
F reddie Doty , 2507 W est 11th, late 
F riday afternoon. 
The law firm of R obert L. R asse 
and John H. R asse of M arshall, 
and F red F. W esner of Sedalia, 
rep resent M rs. C arter in the case. 
M rs. C arter, who resides at 421 
W est Coop er, w as seriously injured 
in the accident and w as confined 
to the Fitzg ibbon H osp ital in M ar­ 
shall for sev eral m onths. 
The suit is on two counts, the 
first for $25,000 for the death of 
her husband and the second count 
for injuries to herself for $50,000. 
H er husband w as the driv er of 
a c a r which w as g oing north to ­ 
w ard M arshall, and Doty w as the 
driv er of a new P ontiac w hich w as 
headed south on the hig hw ay . The 
collision occurred on a slig ht curv e

The neg otiations, 
according to 
p resent 
official 
thinking , 
would 
v ery likely com e to a clim ax in 
an East-W est sum m it conference. 
The p ast w eek has broug ht out 
som e hig hly contradictory op inion 
on w hether it is in th e U nited 
S tates’ interest to ag ree w ith the 
Sov iets on susp ending tests. But 
hig h officials now believ e th at, de­ 
sp ite a rea rg ua rd fig ht by Atom ­ 
ic E nerg y Com m ission adv ocates 
of continuing tests, the P resident 
will order the radical m odifica­ 
tion of U.S. p olicy necessary to 
h alt them —p rov iding R ussia ac­ 
cep ts the m inim um U. S. condi­ 
tions. 
In finally determ ining this coun­ 
try ’s course he will hav e before 
him the result of a sp ecial study 
directed by his science adv isor, 
D r. Ja m es R. Killian J r . U nder­ 
taken on orders from the N ation­ 
al 
Security 
Council, 
the 
study 
seeks to estim ate the im p acts of 
te st susp ension on U.S. security . 
The Killian office has been con 
suiting leading scientists from all 
ov er the country . A m ajor ques 
tion facing it is w hether an in­ 
sp ection sy stem to p olice a test 
m ortorium can be m ade reliable. 
The ex p ected decision by 
the 
P resident to chang e U. S. p olicy 
and bring it closer to R ussia’s de­

would m ean a defeat for crusad­ 
ing scientist E dw ard T eller.

The State D ep artm ent issued a 
statem en t to th a t effect in rea c­ 
tion to F rida y ’s K rem lin declara­ 
tion em p hasizing the Sov iet boy ­ 
cott of the 25-nation U.N. D isar­ 
m am ent Com m ission. 
'The State D ep artm ent m ade no 
m ention of a new Sov iet bid S atur­ 
day for sp ace - for - p eace talks 
linked w ith dism antling of U.S. 
ov erseas bases. 
The State D ep artm ent accused 
R ussia of "continued flouting ” of 
a U.N. resolution urg ing disarm a­ 
m ent talks within the U.N. 
"T he USSR seem s to be im p ly ­ 
ing th at it no long er recog nizes 
the resp onsibility of the U.N. Se­ 
curity Council to deal with dis­ 
arm a m en t," the statem ent said, 
"T he United S tates is not p re­ 
p ared to disreg ard th e U.N. in its 
efforts to 
resum e 
disarm am ent 
talks,’ ’it added. 
R ussia also w as accused of "op ­ 
p osing security council consider­ 
ation of disarm am en t ev en on a 
p rocedural basis.” 
H owev er, this did not jibe with 
th e Sov iet p osition as outlined F ri­ 
day by A rkady A. Sobolev , Sov iet 
rep resentativ e a t the U.N.
